A few years ago, the poo- 
dles became a traditional 
entertainment at the Chil- 
dren’s Heart Party in Feb- 
ruary, when those who have 
undergone open heart 
surgery at CHMC are feted

Hospitalized children fre- 
quently fall in love with one 
of thefriendly little poodles. 
Mrs. Culley promises to 
bring the dog back to visit 
the child and has always 
kept her promise. 

Mrs. Culley, who has two 
healthy sons and an eight - 
month - old granddaughter, 
becomes emotionally in- 
volyed with seriously ill 
children, but they see only 
her smiles and not the tears 
as she leaves their rooms.

ALBANY — The series of events that led to the 
request of the Albany City Council to Dr. Stephen 
Kalmar and his contractor, Ralph Willis, to stop 
construction at 525-535 Jackson Street have been in . 
the development process for some time. 

Kalmar, a large property owner in Albany, has 
beén developing lots on Albany Hill for some time 
and has incurred the wrath of Leon Rimov by, as 
Rimov puts it, ‘“‘his shoddy practices.” 

The latest fracas came about over the incident 
Friday, December 8, when a soil testing boring 
machine tipped over and tore down a section of 
Rimov’s fence and did some “‘possible structural 
damage” to the retaining wall of Rimov’s residence, 
555 Jackson Street. 

As a result of Rimov’s appearance at the City 
Council meeting December 11, a notice was posted 
on Kalmar’s property, 525-535 Jackson Street that 
reads as follows: ‘‘Ralph Willis. You are requested 
to cease construction immediately 12-12-78. This 
delay has been ordered by City Council until work 
session can be held.” 

“Please contact me for further information.” 
Date 12-12-78. Signed by Robert L. Kimball, Inspec- 
tor of Building. 

A survey of the property shows that there has 
been no further activity. Some of the trees have been 
removed, some of the limbs have been trimmed and 
some test holes have been dug. There is some con- 
struction material stacked on the sidewalk on the 
opposite side of the street from the building site. 

At his Council appearance, and prior, Rimov 
stated his intentions of suing just about everyone 
connected with the project at 525-535 Jackson Street. 


- He stated, in the open Council meeting, his intention 


to sue the Albany Building Department, the Council, 
Kalmar, Willis and the testing outfit that damaged 
his fence and wall. 

Rimov maintains he doesn’t want to hurt the 
City’s reputation and doesn’t want to name the City 
Council as part of his suits, but he said he will if he 
has to do so to protect the property owners of the 
Hill. He said he still doesn’t know whether he will file 
a class action suit, or will sue as an individual. 

Subsequent developments will determine the 
course Rimov will take, he said.

It looks like Leon Rimov’s 
complaints have finally hit 
paydirt. The Albany City 
Council set last Thursday as 
the day of explanation for 
Director of Public Works 
Robert Guletz on the 
charges made by Rimov 
over the past several 
months. 


According to Rimov, Dr. 
Stephen Kalmar, who is a 
developer on Albany Hill, 
has been ‘‘getting away with 
murder” as far as the build- 
ing code is concerned. 
Rimov said that changes 
have been madein the build- 
ing plans for the building to 
be erected at 525 Jackson 
Street. He also said the 
plans were incomplete and 


that there were numerous, 


omissions in the plans that

pee to the issuance of a 
uilding permit. 


It has been learned that 
the Executive Session last 
Thursday was not too pro- 
ductive as far as iorning out 
the difficulties encountered 
by the Council and Rimov. It 
is said that the plans were 
passed in good faith and that 
the contractor knew the 
code and would alter the 
panne to conform as the 

uilding was erected. The 
sad part of this statement is 
that the actual men who do 
the work, the carpenters, 
don’t know the code, and fol- 
low the plans. The contrac- 
tor, in many instances, is 
not on the site at all times 
and the men work according 
to the instructions they are 
given. If the contractor, it is 
said, does give the correct 
interpretation of the code, 
the building is then built to 
specifications that should 
stand up under rigid inspec- 
tion. If he does not, then, it 
was said, there is where the 
difficulties arise.

tioned, he said ‘‘J am not out 
to ‘get’ anyone. The charges 
that I have a personal ven- 
detta against Mr. Kalmar 
and Mr. Guletz are not true.
